Thank you for your letter of January 31, 2005, in which you forwarded
correspondence regarding your concerns regarding the proposed East 91 st Street Marine

Transfer Station in the Borough of Manhattan, New York County, New York.

The New York District of the U.S. Anny Corps of Engineers has held pre-
application meetings with the applicant, the New York City Department of Sanitation on
this and other projects similar to this proposal in February 2004. To date, no fonnal
apP.Iication has been filed with this office for the proposed work.

Plcase note, that the applicant has been infonned that this work would require
permits from our office for the construction of new Marine Transfer Station (MIS)
facilities. The project proponent was advised that a Public Notice would be issued to
solicit comments that would be incorporated into our review process. As part of our
process, we would review any materials submitted by the applicant (including the State
Draft Environmental hnpact Statement) and would require a detailed alternatives analysis
prior to making a decision on any application for a new MTS. We recognize your
concerns and will take them into consideration during our review process after we receive
a formal application from the project proponent. This office will keep you infonned of
any future developments on this project
